contract with Newport Construction to include the following upgrades: 

 New sewer 

 New drain 

 New water main 

 New services 

 
Roadway Paving: The roadway will be reconstructed and paved with asphalt base course.  

Future Improvements: Sidewalk reconstruction, final paving and pavement markings. 

 

Schedule 

 Construction is expected to start October 9th.   

 Construction will be completed in phases, and will to take approximately 3 months to complete.   

 Work hours will be 7 AM to 4 PM, Monday-Friday.  

 “No Parking” signs will be posted at least 24 hours in advance of construction; please be sure to check posted 

signs for exact dates and times.
